C.  P.  Hoffman,  Esq.,  appeared  before  the  Board  in  behalf 
of  Sheriff  Henry  Christie,  asking  that  the  bill  of  said  Sheriff, 
Ho.  122  on  the  County  audit,  which  was  allowed  at  a reduced 
amount  from  that  claimed,  should  be  reconsidered,  and  the 
amount  claimed  allowed  in  full,  substituting  also  an  itemized 
bill  of  expenses  as  a substitute  for  that  acted  upon  by  the 
Board,  in  which  the  board  for  prisoners  is  charged  in  bulk  at 
each  per  week,  and  the  rate  allowed  at  $3.25  per  week  as 
said  bill  was  audited,  but  the  warrant  in  payment  thereof  re- 
fused by  the  said  Sheriff. 

A communication  was  received  from  Superintendent  of  the 
Poor  Richard  B.  Marks,  requesting  the  Board  to  meet  him  at 
the  County  Alms  House  at  an  early  day  to  examine  into  the 
advisability  of  removing  or  rebuilding  certain  edifices  in  con- 
nection with  the  same  to  facilitate  the  occupancy  of  the  In- 
sane Asylum.

Pursuant  to  adjournment  the  Board  met  at  the  County  Alms 
House  in  tlie  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor.

After  hearing  the  suggestions  offered  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Marks, 
Superintendent*  of  the  Poor,  as  to  the  necessary  amount  of 
room  required  by  an  addition  to  said  asylum,  the  following  of- 
fered by  Mr,  Tomkins  was  unanimously  adopted  : 


Whereas,  R.  B.  Marks,  Superintendent  of  the  Poor,  has  this  day  made  a 
statement  to  the  Board  to  the  effect  that  more  room  is  required  for  the  proper 
care  and  comfort  of  the  female  paupers  now  in  the  County  House,  and  that,  in 
his  judgment,  the  best  interests  of  the  County  demand  that  the  building  called 
the  Insane  Asylum,  and  which  has  never  been  in  use  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
be  hereafter  utilized  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purpose  suggested ; therefore. 
Resolved,  That  the  matter  be  I'ef erred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings, 
with  instructions  to  them  to  make  a thorough  examination  of  the  subject,  and 
report  to  this  Board.

Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  All  the  members 
present  except  Mr.  Yan  Houten.

Mr.  Tomkins  from  Special  Committee  on  Insane  reported 
progress. 

Mr.  Dickey,  Committee  on  the  Hyack  Armory,  also  re- 
ported progress. 

Mr.  Felter  moved  that  the  bill  relative  to  the  reoristration 
of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  and  the  Burial  of  the  Dead 
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in  Hockland  County  have  the  third  reading  and  moved  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  which  is  as  follows  : 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths^ 

and  the  Burial  of  the  Dead  in  the  County  of  Rockland. 

Enacted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Rockland  Janu- 
ary 24th,  1881.  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  said  Board  voting 
in  favor  thereof. 

The  people  of  the  County  of  Rcckland  represented  in  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  Annual  Session  assembled  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  On  and  after  February  1st,  1881,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
School  District  Clerk  in  the  County  of  Rockland,  or  in  his  absence  or  other 
disability  of  the  Trustees  of  such  school  district,  to  make  to  the  Town. 
Clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  school  district  is  situated,  a complete  re-^ 
turn,  a report  of  every  birth,  marriage  and  death  occuring  in  such  district,, 
such  report  to  be  made  within  three  days  after  the  happening  of  such  birth,. 
marriage  or  death,  and  to  be  in  form  and  contain  the  information  required 
by  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  and  every  such 
return  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  attending  clergyman, 
magistrate  or  physician,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  school  district  Clerk 
or  Trustee,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  receive  for 
every  such  complete  return  of  a birlh,  marriage  or  death,  a fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer  upon  the  verified  account  of 
such  district  Clerk  or  Trustee,  stated  by  items,  and  duly  certified  by  the 
town  Clerk  in  which  such  district  is  situated. 

Sec.  2.  The  Town  Clerks  of  the  several  towns  in  said  county,  upon  the 
receipt  of  the  returns  or  reports  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
shall  forthwith  register  the  same  at  large  in  the  appropriate  book  or  register 
provided  for  such  purpose,  and  in  the  manner  required  by  law  and  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  be  entitled 
and  shall  receive  for  every  such  complete  registration  a fee  of  fifteen  cents, 
to  be  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer  upon  the  truly  verified  and  itemized 
account  of  such  Town  Clerk,  duly  certified  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Registration  of  Vital  Statistics.  The  payment  of  the  fees  mentioned  in 
this  and  the  next  preceding  section  shall  be  made  by  the  County  Treasurer 
annually  on  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  decease  of  any  person  within  the  County  of  Rockland 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  death  shall 
have  occurred,  or  in  case  of  the  absence  or  other  disability  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  then  any  member  of  the  town  Board  of  Health,  to  issue  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  having  charge  of  the  deceased  person  a burial  permit  of  th& 
form  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Plealth;  such  permit  to  be  issued 
upon  a physician’s  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death,  or  upon  the  inquisition 
of  a coroner’s  jury;  or  in  case  no  physician’s  certificate  can  be  obtained  and 
no  coroner’s  inquest  shall  have  been  held,  such  permit  may  be  granted  upon 
afiidavit  duly  verified  by  some  person  or  persons  known  to  the  officer  grant- 
ing such  permit,  stating  the  circumstances,  time  and  cause  of  death,  as 
nearly  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained.  No  deceased  person  shall  be  re- 
moved from  this  county  for  burial  outside  the  limits  thereof  except  upon  a 
permit  first  had  and  obtained  in  the  manner  and  form  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided from  the  Town  Clerk  or  a member  of  the  town  Board  of  Health,  as 
the  case  may  be,  of  the  town  in  which  such  death  occurred. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  in  each  town  of  said  Coun- 
ty to  collect  fifty  cents  from  the  father  of  each  child,  and  one  dollar  from 
the  husband  whose  marriage  is  registered  by  him,  and.  to  remit  to  the 
County  1 reasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  County,  all  sums  thus  collected  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  and  to  report  to  the  Board, 
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of  Supervisors  vithin  thirty  days  after  their  first  annual  meeting  the 
amount  of  such  fees  collected  by  him;  but  such  Town  Clerk  or  member 
the  town  Board  of  Health  may  forbear  the  collection  of  such  fees  from  the 
father,  the  birth  of  whose  child  is  registered  by  him,  upon  the  certificate  In 
writing  of  the  Supervisor  of  the  town,  that  such  father  is  in  indigent  cir~ 
cumstances  and  uuable  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Clerk  of  each  of  said  towns  shall  furnish  to  any  per- 
son desiring  the  same  a duly  certified  copy  of  such  registration  in  his  office 
of  a marriage,  birth  or  death,  upon  receiving  therefor  a fee  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  copy  so  furnished.  The  fees  mentioned  in  this  section  to  be 
the  compensation  of  said  Clerk  tor  making  and  furnishing  such  copies. ' 

Sec.  6.  This' act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  February, 
1881.

Gentlemen:  The  committee  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  said  Board,  ac- 
cording to  a resolution  thereto  relating,  passed  January  3,  1881,  to  determine 
the  legal  settlement  of  each  of  the  insane  patients,  inmates  of  the  various  in- 
stitutions for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  sent  from  various  towns  in 
this  county,  and  also  to  make  a complete  adjustment  of  the  expenses  and  sup- 
port of  each  of  said  patients,  between  the  county  and  the  several  towns  therein 
respectively,  from  the  fii'st  day  of  December,  1874,  to  the  first  day  of  December, 
1880,  charging  the  expenses  and  support  of  those  patients  found  having  a county 
settlement  to  the  county  and  charging  the  expenses  and  support  of  those  found 
having  a town  settlement  to  the  several  towns  to  which  they  may  be  found 
chargeable. 

In  pursuance  to  said  res  fiution  we,  assisted  by  Superintendent  of  the  Poor, 
Kichard  B.  Marks,  have  examined  into  the  several  accounts  kept  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Poor  and  by  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  county  relating  to 
the  matter  of  keeping  insane  persons  outside  of  the  County  from  December  1, 
1S74,  to  December  1 , 1880.

Resolved,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  following  extract  from  the  Laws  of 
the  State  of  New  York  concerning  vagrants  be  printed  on  pasteboard  and  posted 
in  public  places  of  the  County  of  Rockland  ; and  that  the  printing  of  said 
copies  be  given  to  one  of  the  several  newspapers  published  in  the  county,  and 
that  the  Clerk  be  authorized  to  carry  out  this  resolution  and  distribute  the  cards 
among  the  Supervisors  of  the  several  towns  ; and  that  he  draw  an  order  on 
the  County  Treasurer  payable  from  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  same. 


TRAMPS,  BEWARE  ! 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  repy'esented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  do 

enact  as  follows  : ^ 

Section  1.  Every  tramp  upon  conviction  as  such,  shall  be  punished  by  im- 
prisonment at  hard  labor  in  the  nearest  penitentiary  for  not  more  than  six 
months,  the  expense  during  such  impi-isonment  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  a week 
per  capita  to  be  paid  by  the  State. 

Section  2.  All  persons  who  rove  about  from  place  to  place  begging,  and  all 
vagi-ants  living  without  labor  or  visible  means  of  support,  who  stroll  over  the 
country  without  lawful  occasion  shall  be  held  to  be  tramps  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Act. 

Section  3.  Any  act  of  vagrancy  by  any  person  not  a resident  of  this  State 
shall  be  evidence  that  the  person  committing  the  same  is  a tramp  within  the 
meaning  of  this  Act. 

Section  4.  Any  tramp  who  shall  enter  any  building  against  the  wdll  of  the 
owner  or  occupant  thereof  under  such  circumstances  as  shall  not  amount  te 
burglary,  or  willfully  or  maliciously  injure  the  person  or  property  of  another, 
which  injury  under  existing  law  does  not  amount  to  a felony,  or  shall  be 
found  carrying  any  firearms  or  other  dangerous  weapons  or  burglars  tools,  or 
shall  threaten  to  do  any  injury  to  any  person,  or  to  the  real  or  personal  pro- 
perty of  another,  where  such  offense  is  not  now  punishable  by  imprisonment  in 
the  State  Prison  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  on  conviction  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  hard  labor  for  not  more  than 
three  years. 

Section  5.  Any  persem  being  a resident  of  the  town  where  the  offense  is 
committed  may  upon  view  of  any  offense  described  in  this  act  apprehend  the 
offender  and  take  him  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace  or  other  competent  author- 
ity. 

Section  6.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  nor  to  any  blind  person,  nor  to  any  person  roving  within  the  limits  of 
the  county  in  which  he  resides. 

Mr.  Dickey  moved  that  the  petition  of  Henry  Christie, 
Sheriff,  throngh  C.  P.  Hoffman,  his  attorney  be  taken  from 
the  table  for  discussion.

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■evidence  showing  that  the  amount  allowed  $3.25  per  week,  did  not  in  the  aggre- 
gate reimburse  him  for  the  actual  amount  expended  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  said  prisoners  during  said  time,  therefore 

i.  Resolved,  That  this  Board  reconsider  its  action  in  regard  to  Bill  No.  122  en- 
titled “Bill  for  support  of  prisoners,”  and  that  said  bill  be  audited  and  allowed 
at  the  amount  claimed,  viz.  : $4  per  week.

To  the  Hon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Rockland  : 

Gentlemen— I herewith  submit  to  your  honorable  Board  my  Annual  Report 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  Rockland  Connty,  and  in  so  doing  have  to 
congratulate  you  as  the  representatives  of  the  County,  as  well  as  all  who  pay 
taxes,  upon  the  decreased  average  of  my  expenses  again  for  supporting  the  poor 
of  our  County,  while  it  is  my  greatest  aim  and  desire  to  economize  and  reduce 
my  expenses,  and  still  have  onr  inmates  and  poor  kept  comfortable  and  well 
provided  for  with  good  and  wholesome  food,  and  in  so  doing  I must  not  forget 
my  keeper  and  his  wife,  to  whom  a good  part  of  credit  and  praise  must  be  given 
for  their  strict  economy  and  rigid  attention  to  the  care  of  those  they  have  in 
charge,  in  striving  with  myself  to  reduce  our  expenses.  While  it  has  been  said  I 
was  like  Grant  in  some  respects  in  appointing  my  relation,  I do  not  think  it  will 
be  to  the  detriment  of  the  County  and  all  who  pay  taxes.  I have  the  pleasure 
to  say  that  my  whole  expenses  are  three  thousand  and  eighteen  dollars  and 
eighty-eight  cents  (f3,0l8.8s)  less  than  last  year.  Last  year’s  indebtedness, 
ending  December  1 , 1879  was  $14,196  31,  and  if  you  remember,  it  was  four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  ten  cents  less  than  the  year 
previous. 

My  indebtedness  of  this  year,  ending  December  1 , 1880,  is  eleven
